Bparka Is now in Bracken oounty, 
his native county, and the Bracken 
Chronicle Ulla the following intereet- 
ing story of ttio alTair from Sparks: 

Mr. SpurkB Huys be had been a ten- 
ant of the Auxlor farin, this being the 
second year, and that trouble arose 
ovi r u iiialii'r ilial In- did iiol euro to 
dlsriitis, but Ihiit Aiivii'i iiiiidi' u mini- 
bcr of tliri iitH lo various iicupli' lliot 
ho liiti'tidt d ' lo ilii SparkK uji. ' and 
that Auxirr inadi' liiiutiilf »;<'"<'''"">' 
obnoxiouH iiround ilu< Sijarks hoiiK' 

Mr. SparkH kums lluil as noon an ho 
reacbcd tho barn lliat the i ldi r Auxlor 
comiucncod lo abUKo hini. ihroaloniiiK 
to txsit hini, and that both be and blR 
Hon pIckPd up rock« to hit him with. 
Mr. Sparln aayi that he began to buck 
toward hia bouse, about 160 feet from 
the barn, both Auxier and his fn fol- 
lowing him. When he reached Uie 
house, Mrs. Sparks and children were 
Btandlng in the front, and both men 
threatened to throw In at him while he 
waa standing directly In front of his 
Camlly. 

Mr. Sparks says he reached into the 
front room and picked up a shot gun 
and laid it across his arm, pointing In 
the general dtrorllon of Auxler and 
hU son. Sparks oontlnued to back 
away from tho two mon. going In the 
direction of tho barn, hoping <o reach 
It in Bdvaiici' of Iho .Npxiorn. but was 
provonlod friini doliii; this Auxlor tuld 
bin HdM to lilt SiiarkM with a rook. 
yiMiiiK .\nxlor threw iiiK ii tiilHsllo at 
hini and In attomiitini; to dodiio II 
Sparks Hllpp'^l I" a Ilttio hollow, and 
by the tltuo 111' L'ot ■ I raiMhtonod up. 
Auxinr, Sr. w.in ntaiidni>; within Ion 
feet of lilm. with bin arm drawn back, 
ready lo strike him In the head with a 
large stune^ Spurks says bo turned tha 
barrel of tha gun toward hIa enemy 
and pulled the trigger, the load strik- 
ing Auxier in the hip, causing an In- 
jury from which he died twelve days 
later. 

Mr. Bparka aays that he made erery 
effort to keep from bnTinc trouble 
with Auxier. realising that he eonld 
not afford to have trouble with the 
man on account of bis family, also the 
fact that he had n growing crop and 
had no money to omploy lawyers, and 
that he overlooked a number of acts 
committed by Auxier that he would 
not have done had be been otherwise 
Blluatod.

As we continue to hear expressions 
of Interest In thrift iiiBtructlon among 
our children, and approval of Its be- 
ing handled In a gyatematic way 
through thu echools, we feci that the 
general public would like to know the 
dotaila of thu proposition offered to 
the Mason County Schools and the City 
of Maysvllle Schools. 

Our plan briefly Ib as follows: 

(1) To furnish all equipment needed 
by the schools. Deposit slips and pass 
cards to be printed to read, "Deposit- 
ed with Mason County School savings 
Assoelatloii.'' Name of instolUng bank 
does not appear on any printed matter 
distributed la the sehools. 

(2) In InsUlllng, to supply a repre- 
senUUve of .the bank who will go to 
each school and explain the detolla of 
the aystem to the teachers and give 
whatever assistance the teacher may 
ask In receiving deposits and making 
out pass cards. This aaslstance to be 
concluded when the respective super- 
intendents of schools consider the 
teachers well enough versed In the 
work for II not to be a bardsbip. 

Ci) lEiterost of the childrort to bo 
Btlniulatod hy Hhort talks by the rep- 
resentative along general Uiiob of 
thrift, in which tho name of the In- 
stalling bank Is not to be mentioned 
directly or Indirectly. 

(4) The time connuiner in (2) and 
(3) to meet the requirements of Ken- 
tucky Statute, No. 4369, d-2, requiring 
a minimum of fifteen minutes a week 
for the teaching Of thrift In the com- 
mon schools. 

(6) Any amount from five cents up 
may be depoelted. 

(5) Method of sending money to 
bank to be worked out to suit princi- 
pals of various schools. 

(7) interest to be paid at the rate 
of 3 per cent when the pass card Is 
filled, or when the aocount Is with' 
drawn, provided It haa reached the 
amount of $10.00. 

(8) WithdrawaU. naturally. wlU be 
discouraged but may be made at any 
time, provided the parent, or guardian, 
«lll O. K. tho withdrawal slips. 

(!>) The InBlalling bank assumes all 
re.'<ponBlbllily for errors or loss of 
iiioiioy by the teachers.

Moderate to heavy rains over most 
of the state the first of the wo'^v. 
caused miich improvement in such of 
the late crops as bad not matured The 
greatest Improvement was in late po- 
tatoes, which are fair to good in some 
northern counties; principally the 
gardening districts near tlic l.irger cit- 
ies. The growth of potatocH has Ijecn 
so delayed hy drought, that a coii.'-id- 
erable part of the cioi, will need tlii ee 
weeks yet for maturing. There wa.s 
also Improvement In late corn and to- 
bacco In the northern counties, where 
the condition of these crops Is fairly 
good. They have generally matured in 
the southern counties, where most of 
the tobacco haa been housed and com 
cutting is far advanced. There Is con- 
siderable tobaooo still In the field in 
the northern hurley dUtrlot The 
weather continued favorable' tor cur- 
ing tobaooo, and for drying com in 
ahoek; also tor harvesting oowpea and 
altalta hay, which Is nearly con)pIeted. 
The quality of this late hay is gener- 
ally excellent, but the yield was cur- 
toUed by the dry weather. Good pro- 
gress waa made in tilling silos. Grass 
was started by the rains, and pastures 
are somewhat better; but more rain 
Is needed In all sections, e.iipecially the 
hilly districts. Plowing ai.d preparing 
soil for fall s;eeUini; made laii; progress 
but the ground is still too dry in 
many localities. Further rain is need- 
ed at once to prevent this work from 
being unduly delayed. Some rye. sown 
for cover crop. Is coming up sinee the 
rains. Very little wheat hoii been sown 
as yet. Gathering and marketing of 
pears and apples continues under fa- 
vorable weather conditions.
